YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices from this port are now extended to the 18th Sept. 
The outward mail of July 30 was received at Yokohama on the- 
16th Sept., with London telegrams to Aug. 18, which it was ex 
pected would have a bad effect on the market. 


The Duke of Edinburgh was received at Yedo by the Mikado 
on terms of perfect equality, and after a most satisfactory visit 
left Yokohama on the 16th Sept. for Hiogo, en route to Tientsin. 
Sir Henry Keppel has also left, having been entertained at a 
banquet by the British residents of Yokohama previous to his 
departure for Europe. The Duke of Edinburgh, SirfHarry Parkes, 
and numerous naval officers were present. 

On the occasion of the Duke of Edinburgh’s official reception 
a very high and quite unexpected compliment was paid him, of 
which the Japanese officials had said nothing to the British Le- 
gation. The upper windows of the houses in the street along 
which he ee were all closed and sealed with paper bands, that 
no one might “look down” upon him. This is never done in Japan 
except for the Sovereign. It was done for the Shiogoon when he 
was virtually the ruler, and now for the Mikado, and, of course, 
in a Daimio’s own capital his people pay him the same respect, but 
no Japanese Prince ever receives the compliment from his Impe- 
rial master ; and, trifling as it may seem to Europeans, it was a 
most significant evidence to the natives of the estimation in which 
the Mikado held the son of his most useful ally. His Imperial 
Majesty received his ee in the great audience chamber in the 
castle, and on perfectly equal terms. Both stood, and the Mikado 
welcomed his Royal Highness to Japan in a cordial speech. After 
a suitable reply had been made to the Mikado’s welcome, his 
Majesty said that he hoped in a few minutes to have the plea- 
sure 0; Par his guest in another part of the palace, and 
more privately, and then moved and terminated the interview. 
The Prince’s party then retired from the andience-chamber 
and refreshments were served in an adjoining room, after which, 
with Admiral Keppel, Sir Harry Parkes, and the gentleman of the 
Legation who was acting as interpreter, the Prince was received ina 
pavilion in the palace gardens. The interview was a long one, and 
though, of course, there could be no conversation beyond the mero 
common-places easily imagined between such an entertainer and 
such a guest it was remarkable for more than one circumstance— 
chiefly, that for the first time the Mikado heard Japanese spoken to 
him by a Foreigner. Hitherto both in the case of his fnpartal 
Majesty and the Shiogoon, communication with the Sovereign on the 
occasion of a Minister’s visit has always been through native inter- 
preters. On this occasion it was properly ed that the medium 
should be an Englishman, and the Mikado, while treated with all 
the respect due to his exalted rank, was consequently fully able to 
appreciate the relative rank of his guest. The Prince offered him 
a magnificent diamond snuffbox, which he placed in his Majesty’s 
hand himself, and the Mikado received the splendid gift with 
evident delight, which he repeatedly expressed. That he should 
accept a present made to him in this manner was another remark- 
able point. To the Imperial courtiers and State officers he also 
gave a oe of jewels, rings, boxes, &c., which were highly ap- 

reciated. 
This was the only public appearance of his Royal Highness 
who, being anxious to see Yedo as thoroughly as possible, took 
the practical step of seeing it in a manner incognito. The weather 
was very unfavourable, but whenever it was possible he rode out, 
accompanied only by Mr. Mitford, of the British Legation, and 
without even the escort of the Legation Guard. 

The Japan Times says that, according to his Royal Highness’ 
own account, that part of his stay which he most thoroughly en- 
joyed was the social intercourse, unrestrained by state trammels 
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f } ccremouy, which he was able to hold with some 
void rriends in the Navy and his new acquaintances ashore. 
‘ecmed to visit the Club, particularly the bowling alley, 
as often as he possibly could, and took part in an impor- 
tant match played between the Navy and the residents, 
At a suppor which followed, “the Duke took the opportunity 
of expressing his warm and kindly feeling towards us all in 
Yokohama, and thanked us for the manner in which we had 
entertained him. He spoke at some length and in a manner which 
showed that ho felt every word he spoke, when he signified his 
gratification, and the gratification which would bo felt by every 
member of his family, at finding that in this remote part of the 
world, so many thousand miles from home, the feelings of loyalty 
and affection to the Throne, to his Gracious Mother personally, and 
to his House, were so strong and so universal. He concluded a 
telling speech, of which this is the briefost possible outline, by 
promising himself the A ety (and us the distinguished honour) 
of carrying home to Her Majesty and her family the report that 
nowhere in his travels had he found those feelings more distinctly. 
manifested than in Yokohama. It is needless to say that this un- 
expected speech from his Royal Highness gratified every one who 
was fortunate cnough to be present intenscly, and was reccived with 
the greatest enthusiasm. The accidental nature of the occasion, and 
the unstudied character of the Duke’s speech, gave to his grace- 
fully paid compliment a sterling value, which a set specch at a 

ublic dinner could not have ; and we hope to be forgiven for so 
‘ar trespassing over the line which marks the privacy of club life 
as we have done.” 

The Japan Gazette, in cpap) the Duke’s visit to Yedo, 
says, “ He has been received on equal terms in his Royal capacity 
by the Mikado ; ho has had every possible respect paid ta him in 
his representative character by the community; and he has 
been permitted when ‘off duty’ to go his own way and do cn- 
tirely$as he liked without any obtrusive following or offensive 
observation. Te acted throughout his stay here in such a manner 
as to win the rogard of all; and before parting, took the oppor- 
tunity of expressing over and over again his appreciation of 
Japan and the foreign community. In one circumstance that 
happened on his visit to the Mikado a proof was given of the 
rapid breaking down of tho old exclusiveness of the Japanese 
Imperial Court. After the formal interview, tho prince, Sir Harry 
Parkes, and Sir Harry Keppel were asked to see the grounds 
around the palace. As they wore so engaged, a high officer ap- 
proached, and told them that his Majesty the Mikado was now in 
a pleasure house in the garden, and would be glad of some con- 
versation with them. They of course went, scats were provided, 
and they sat somo time chatting. It seems—to those who know 
what the character always attached to the Mikado is and has heen 
by the Japanese, high and low—among the greatest evidences of 
tho real approach to modern views and ideas that have yet been 

iven. Since then an uncle of the Mikado, a Miya, only a few 

legrees less sacred than the ruler himself, has actually diued at 
the British Lesation to meet the Prince, and attendel at a ball 
after the dinner. With him were two members of the Govern- 
ment, both considered to he among tho most enlightencd men in 
the country. In this way, then, the visit of the Dake of Elin. 
burgh may prove a very great advantage ; 23 certainly noching 
but such an event could have produced so remarkable a change in 
the Imperial amenities.” 

The Mikado, it is stated, has greatly improved in appearance 
since he first emerged fromthe absurd seclusion in which his an- 
eestors had passed their lives. He looks much wore robust and 
manly than when Sir Harry Parkes first saw him at Kioto, and is 
developing, apparently, into a healthy and intelligent man. Le 
is cxtremely fond of horse exercise, and takes it daily within the 
palace grounds ; and to this, doubtless, is attributable the improve- 
ment which was noticed in his personal appearance. 


THE BANQUET TO ADMIRAL KEPPELL, 

The farewell dinner given to Sir Henry Keppell by the English 
residents was evidently highly appreciated by that gallant ofiicer. 
Mr. Marshall, of the firm of Macphorson and Mivrshall, one 
of the firms of longest standing in Yokohama. was the pre- 
sident of the evening, and on his left were Sir Harry Parkes, 
Colonel Norman, Captain Stanhope; on his right the guest 
of the evening, H.R.1. the Duke of Edinburgh and Sir Edmund 
Hornby ; at the cnds of the cross table were Mr. Grahame, Chair- 
man of the Chamber of Commerce, and Mr. Aspinall, of Aspinall, 
Cornes, and Co. The vice-chair was filled by Mr. I]. B. Lemann, 
of Gilman and Co., and down the table were placed, at intervals, 
the other members of the Committee, with guests, officers of the 
army or navy, on either side of them. The intervening chairs 
were occupicd by subscribers to the dinner, and, altogether, about 
eighty scats were filled. 

The toast of the evening was given in an eloquent speech by the 
Chairman, and responded to with immense ecuthusiasm, for which 
the Duke of Edinburgh was as conspicuous as any one present. 
Sir Harry replicd as follows :— 

“Mr. Chairmav, Your Royal Lighness, and Gentlemen, 

“Twish I fclt that L deserved one half of the tlatteriug words just spoken 
by my too partial friend in the chair. Nevertheless, I thank you most 
heartily and sincerely for the great honour you have conferred on me this 
evening. 

a The command in these seas is an extensive and important one; aud 
hope that I have never lost sight of the fact that the maiotcnauce of whab 
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has been, until lately, 2 powerful naval force on this distant station, was» 
for the protection of our tra‘le as well us of the lives and property of 
British subjects and the upholding of our treaty rights. 

“In these Japanese waters the naval duties have been comparatively 
light and easy, We have had nothing to do beyond attending to the sug- 
gestions of our energetic and active Minister, who deserves every support 
that we can afford. 

“1t has been different in China, where there are many places so far dis- 
tant from the seat of Government, that those under me, as wall ashinysclf, 
haye bean obliged to uct on their own and my responsibility; and although 
some of those acts have not met with the approval of the Government at 
honte, I have had what I value far mora—on agcount-of their being better 
able to judgo—the approval of the community of long Kong, as well as of 
that of the Chamber of Commerce at Shanghai, to which intelligent bodies 
I may add the kind friends who now entertain me. 

‘In spite of the promotion which awaits me, no naval dommaniler will 
have left or over will leave a station with more reyret than I shall do this.” 

At this point the Admiral’s voice faltered, and then broke, and 
he could not proceed. A few moments’ respite given him by the 
vociferous applause of his audience enabled him to control his 
emotion and to go on. He concluded by saying :— 

“| Bave greatly enjoyed your kind hospitality and society—a society, 
which has been favoured with an unusual number of the fairest of cur 
countrywomen ; and I regret very much that thus having been deprived 
of my flag-ship has prevented my having the pleasure of returning, 
although in a small way, somo of the kindness I have received.” 

At the conclusion of his speech the Admiral was chaired and 
carried round the room, prewaed by the Prince’s piper, and sur- 
rounded by the crowd of his admirers. Under cover of the piper's 
music and volleys of cheers, he then left the room, bowing his 
acknowledgments and was accompanied by about half the company.

The following is the text of Sir Harry Parkes’s proclamation 
regarding the spurious or debased gold coin (ui-bous) that has 
recently got into circulation :— 

: Nortirication, : 

British Legation, Yedo, Aug. 26, 1809. 

The Japanese Government have given notice to the undersigned that, in 
order to guard against tha circulation of spurious nebug, they are prepared 
to examine all nebus at present in tho possession of British subjects at the 
various open ports, and to determine the quality of the same, in the fol- 
lowing manner : — é 

On the day after the publication of this notice at each port every Bri- 
tish subject should lodyo at tho British Consulate, within office hours, a 
statement of the number of nebus in Lis possession. ‘This statement will 
be forwarded to the Saibansho, but will not be recognised unless seat ia 
on the day named. On the following day, Sundays excepted, the owner 
of the nebus will be informed at the Siibansho on what day he may taka 
his nebus there for examination. The nebus, when examined, will te 
divided into those which are equal to and those which are infwiorto the Gu- 
vernment standard. The two qualities will be made up in packets, witlca 
will be distinguished by different seals or stamps; both qualities will then 
be returned to the owner, and will be accepted by the Goveeumeat ia pay- 
ment of duties, The Jupuarse Goverionsat purl eng ty. be aceleuge for 
nobus ofthe Government standard, in ga short a beac as © freee ch 
peril, ule rss nesus which have, as above, beew delired ta be Laser 
qudliy. : 

The Japancse Government will decline, from the date of tue publicativa 
of this notice at each port, to receive nebus that bave not been exs- 
mined and certified in the above manner. — British subjects aceeptiaz 
nebus from this date may satisiy themselves of the quality af the sam? by 
taking them to the Saibansho at each port, where they will be examine!, 
anlif found equal to the Government standard, will bo certified avcord- 
ingly, (Signed) IT. S. Parkes. 

Tie Iiogo papers speak in strong terms of the disgraceful cou- 
duct of certain foreigners at Osaka, who avaiicd themselves of 
the ni-bou notification to attempt a fraud on the Goverament by 
buying up all the bad coin they could find during th2 interval 
allowed by the Saibansho for forcign merchants to notify what 
gold they had actually in possession when the proclamation was 
issued. “Ilow,” they ask, “can we accuse this (tovernment of 
fraud when foreign merchants act thus? We have the greatest 
satisfaction in stating that tho native Goverameut will shortly 
publish the names of the guilty parties.”’ 

LATER ADVICES BY PACIFIC MAIL. 

The Japan nows brought by the Pacific mail steamer Americai 
which arrived at San Francisco on the 20th ult., is a week later 
than that by the P. and O. mail delivered this day, the dates being, 
Yokohama, Sept. 29 ; Osaka, Sopt.

WAKODADI. 

Tho Jupan Teas says :—The following important intellicence 
from our correspondent in Iakodadi is worthy of the serious at- 
tention of the tureien Ministers. Thero is not the least room for 
suspicion of the source whence it was derived, nor can the facts 
be deniel; the designs of Russia upon Yedo have lone been 
known, and as for the present move being consequent upon the 
recent inevitable disorganisation of the Government of Japan by 
civil war, this was confessed, and even boasted of. Our corre- 
spondent writes : — 

Iakodadi, Aug. 23, 1869.—The arrival of a vessel on the 23rd 
inst. from Saghalien places us in possession of accounts of tho 
most recent movements of the Russians on the island. ‘I'wo years 
ago they occuyiel a settlement in Salmon Cove, a larze bay in- 
dentin ita southern shores, at a distance of forty miles, to the 
south-cast of which lies the town or village of Bussic, a consicer- 
able fishirg station, inhabited by Inos under Japanese rule. Upon 
the pretext thet military tenuro alone could furnish a recognisable 
ain to legal possession, a Russian force of about 200 men, with 
guns, aamunition and provisions, was landed there some two 
mouths a;,9, barracks were at once erected with all the easy inge- 
genuity characteristic of practised azgression, and Russia now 
stands overlecking the La Perouse Straits from a fine harbour, to 
which che has tho same legal right as Ahab had to Naboth’s vinc- 
yard.

The English mail of the 30th July arrived per Syed on the 
forenoon of the ltih inst. he Messageries steamer L oie /o:.- 
aetis reached here on the 20th inst. with the French mail cf the 
Sth August. The fuimer brings telegrams by Galle to the 25rd 
Aug, the latter to Suth idem. We have not had telegrams tor 
some time by Niachta. A northern correspondent writes :— 
“There is a belief among the Chineso that Mr. Burlingame has 
been pressing for further supplies of money, and that in conse. 
quence the Chinese have weylaid the couricr er cut the wires.” 
The explanation scems far-fetched. The Suda brought 340,00 
from Hong Kong and £4,000 from England. The Costu Mica 
had 20,000 on board from Japan. 

As regards local news, Shanghai has, since last writin 
unusually dull. 

Mr. Seward, United Status Consul-General, left by the Costs 
Rice, on the 1sth inst., for San Francisco, en route to Washington. 
Itis understood that one of his objects in going home is to try 
and obtain an improved status for the United States Consular 
Service in China and Japan. 

Mr. Thomas Adkins has been appointed II.M.’s Consul at 
Newchwang. Major Crossinann, R.E., m chargo of the Consular 
and Lezation Werks Branch, has left for England, eva Panama. 

Lroan.—The Chief Judee iy still in Japan. Appeals from the 
French Consular Courts in China and Japan wilt now lie to Saigon, 
instead of Pondicherry, as heretofore. . 

An interesting case has been tried at the American Consular 
Court, in which a Chinainanm sought to obtain delivery of cight 
Lales of damavel drills, bought by him and others at auction, 
but of which delivery was refused, cn the ground that the (Chinese) 
buyers had been in cullusien to keep down prices. The Court 
decited for the plaintitl, ax no direct evidence of collusion had 
heen wiven. It appears trom the evidence that instances of com- 
bination among Chinese, to Ict one man buy for all, and thus avoid 
competition, are not infrequent. 

The Settlement was visited on the morning of the 15th inst. 
with what Chinese call a Pe-/9, or burst of wind, accompanied 
by rain ; the barometer fell to 29:46. No material damage was 
done, beyond a lot of old rickety untenanted houses on the Old 
_ Course, and in other parts of the Settlement, being blown 
aown, 

Baron Rechthofen, the Prussian Geologist, reached Shanghai 
from the North a few days since. Ile bas traversed since ho left 
Shanghai in March the diswict between Chinkiang and Chcefoo, 
the country near Newchwang, the Corean barrier, and the great 
route between the Corean gate, Moukden and Peking. We hear 
that he is not likely to give up his work in China yet, but have 
not learned what will be the direction of his future explorations. 

The Nsrth Choa Herd savs:—We have news of the Duke of 
Edinburgh's arrival in Japan, but he is said to have given up his 
intention of visiting Shans hai, [t isa pity that he should miss an 
oppurtunity of secing a Scitlement which has sprung into import- 
auce with such unexampled rapidity. 

It is said, however. that H. I. UL. may visit Peking after all.

Tho driving of tho piles for tho new bunding in front of the 
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English Settlement has commenced. A meeting of the delegates 
from the different fire companies was held on the 17th inst., to 
consider a proposal to receive into the Shanghai Fire Department 
a company recently formed in the French Concession. 

A new road is propused to be made from Dow’s Godown along 
the bank of the IIwang-pu. 

The Supreme Court and Consular Ga-stte says that Messrs. 
David Sassoons, Sons and Co. have bought the whole of the land 
property held by the Commercial Bank Corporation at this port, 
the purchase money amounting to upwards of £120,000 sterling. 

A general meeting of the Club was held on the 21st inst., 
to discuss that perpcetually-recurring problem, the financial posi- 
tion of the club. After some discussion, a proposition was sub- 
mitted that the shareholders should abandon their interest 
in the club to the members, who, in turn, should relieve them 
from all liahility in respect of the Tls. 48,000 owed to the re- 
creation fund, and should take over liability for Doctor Barton’s 
mortgage, the mortgage on the furniture, the ground-rent and 
other liabilities, and become on those terms proprictors of the 
building. The interest on the mortgage is Tls. 3,300, the ground 
rent Tis. 1,700, and the consolidation of other liabilities will pro- 
bably involve interest to the extent of another TIs. 1,000. The 
shareholders abandon Ts. 48,000 of capital. The recreation 
fund shareholders complete their surrender to the public of 
the Ts. 48,000 (now hopelessly sunk), at which figure that fund 
now stands; the public being in turn asked to accept a 
liability of TlIs. 6,000 a-ycar, to be met by the profits 
of working the institution.” Of course it would be possible 
to hire a bar and reading-room for a much less sum ; but it 
would be difficult to find a building combining the advantages of 
the club on such favourable terms. The scheme seems a good one, 
and will, we imagine, be agreed to. As will be seen from the fol- 
lowing resolutions, steps arc to be taken to mature it during the 
ensuing month. After some disussion, Mr. Hannen proposed, and 
Mr. Miller seconded—“ That the proposal of the shareholders for 
keeping the club open in all its branches, except the boarding 
department, until 31st Oct. next be agreed to; after which date 
it Ba closed by the present proprietors.” 

Surrring.—The following are the arrivals and departures since 
my last letter :—From London, Wylo (103 days), Kelso ¢ 19 days), 
Beemah (111 days), Antrim (138 days) ; from Liverpool, Mikado 
(114 days) ; from Newcastle, N.S.W., M.M. Jones (on 13th), and 
Cceur de Lion (18th). Sailed for London, Tamerlane (10th), Diomed, 
steamer xiaeh), Hindustan (13th), Mary Moore (16th), and Pega- 
sus (16th). 

There are at present ninety-seven merchant ships in harbour. 

The Sailors’ Home has at present on its roll of boarders up- 
wards of sixty men—a number unusually high, and almost ex- 
hausting the available accommodation of the institution. The 
Costa Rica took 1,000 packages of tea and 120 bales of silk in 
her last trip to San Francisco, for New York. These are the first 
teas or silk overland to New York ; they go forward by rail. 

The Déoired took over 1,000 tons of tea and silk. 

The complaints are loud about the position taken up by H.M.S. 
Zina, right in the fair-way, just above the Pootung Point; on 
swing she blocks up the mid-channel, and stops the river and 
Ticntsin steamers of the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company. 
The Zebra, whenever there is a blow, manages to drag her anchors, 
to the danger of the shipping in the harbour. 


THE YANGTSZE PORTS. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Ilanxkow.—Our advices from this port reach to the 18th inst. 
The water is still from three to four fect dcecp on the bund, and 
is oscillating in the most provoking manner, falling an inch one 
day and rising through nearly the same space on the next. It is 
reported by the Chinese that heavy rains continue to fall up coun- 
try upon the vast range of hills, the surface drainage of which 
runs into the Tung-ting Lake—hence the continuance of the ex- 
cessive water supply. At the same time the Poyang Lake is 
affected in a precisely similar way, and its waters rushing into 
the Yangteze prevent the rapid escape of the accumulation higher 
up. Geologists also tell us ,that there is a gradual upheaval 
going on both above and below Hankow, Hankow itself occupying 
the bottom of the basin thus in course of formation. If this be 
true, the great inland mart is likely to be visited every year by 
serious tloods, iucreasing annually in importance. The foreign 
houses have suffered severely. Many are shored up, and all the 
compound walls have fallen. From what is even now secn it may 
confidently be predicted that when the water finally re-enters its 
proper channel the settlement and suburbs will look as though an 
earthquake had occurred. The lovel of the flood is now about 23 
fect below the maximum for the year, and there is every hope that 
by the.time this letter is printed in the Zdeyraph (!) the settle- 
ment will again be visible. 

The tea season has virtually closed, not more than half the leaf 
brought into market was bought in Hanukow. The remainder was 
sent on native account to Shanghai, where enhanced prices re- 
warded the combining power of the Chinese and stultified the 
action of the Hankow chas:es, Business is nearly at a standstill, 
the water completely preventing trackiu: up the erecks, as the 
banks are all submerged. The Import mai kct is, ag usual, glutted, 
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with every prospect of an exceptionally dull winter, for the natives 
have totally lost their third crop, and poverty is certain to prevail 
over Hunan and the adjacent provinces. 

Kiuxraxa.—The green teas are arriving slowly, the rainy and 
stormy weather having kept the boats back in the Poyang lake. 

Nankrnc.—One of the river barriers to keep out ths Yangtaze 
waters showing signs of coming in, people were got togother to 
aid the authorities in repairing it. A neighbouring mandarin, 
hearing gongs beating, &c, mustered his retainers, and hastily 
went to see what the row was; the people at work secing armed 
men coming, ran away. I'he waters, now left to themselves, gained 
the mastery over the barriers, and soon flooded the country to the 
extent of thousands of acres. 

CHINKIANG.—The foreign import trade is increasing since the 
stoppage of the barrier squeezes. A careful census of the Ame- 
rican residents at this port gives the following result :—One consul 
and family, one marshal, one citizen. 





FOOCHOW. 

We (China Mail) have received the following statement from a 
very trustworthy correspondent at Foochow, in a letter dated Sept. 
6. We hope that Mr. Sinclair, the Consul, who is investigating 
the matter of complaint, will not mect with the fate which 
followed Mr. Gibson’s efforts :— 


In the Chinese Recorder for September it is stated that full 
reparation is promised by the Chinese authorities for the late 
destruction of the chapel of the Church Mission at Long-wong ; 
that the District Magistrate has been degraded ; and that the 
yamen runners, under the compulsion of their supcriors, are repu- 
ted to have contributed at the rate of $20 a head to make good the 
losses of the mission. This isa statement of the case, as it wag 
understood a fortnight ago; but within a few days past quite a 
different turn of affairs has occurred. A number of the leading 
Christians at Long-wong have been arrested—one ona false charge 
of having beaten a thicf so severely as to cause his death. What 
charges, if any, arc made against the others is not known. To 
give colour to the charge referred to, a thief who was in a dyipg 
condition had been brought to the door of the Christian Church 
and persistently kept there, against remonstrances and efforts to 
have him removed, until he died. 

The Viceroy, who at first promised reparation, has just sent an 
urgent despatch to the British Consul, demanding that two Chris- 
tians, whose names are given, shall be given up, to be examined 
and punished for causing the death of the thief above mentioned, 
and refusing all reparation in the case of the chapel. The Consul, 
Chas. A. Sinclair, Esq., is insisting upon the whole case being ad- 
judicated impartially, witnesses being{hcard on both sides, and full 
reparation being made for the injury done to the mission premises. 
The District Magistrate was not degraded, but simply removed ; 
and the Secretary of the Lieutenant Governor put in his place. 
This Secretary seems determined to carry cverything against the 
foreigners and native Christians. : 

The consequence of the present attitude of the officials is that 
the Christians throughout that district are subjected to severe 
ciara being obliged in many casos to tice for their lives. 

he change in the Viceroy’s demeanour is remarkablo, as he has 
en appeared to be friendly to foreigners, and disposed to do 
justice. 





7, FORMOSA. 

A correspondent of the Daily Press at Formosa forwards the 
following intimation regarding a momorial to tho late Consul 
Gibson, which will, no doubt, be liberally responded to :—“*A 
general wish having been expressed to erect a memorial to tho 
late Mr. John Gibson, to be subscribed for by the residents of 
Amoy and Formosa, marking their appreciation of the able and 
honourable manner in which he discharsed his duties of Acting- 
Consul at Taiwanfoo, during the recent disturbances, the following 
gentlemen have kindly consented to act as a committee, and will 
be happy to reccive subscriptions.—J. C. Wardlaw, F. Chomley, 
Geo. Phillips, John Cass, Henry Smith.” So, oF 

The policy of the Home Government regarding thé Formosa 
question is beginning to bear its Icgitimate fruits. Another out- 
rage is reported on the part of the truculent ‘Chinese inhabiting 
the coast, and seems, oy the information we have received, to be 
of a serious nature. Messrs. Pye and Pickering, of the house 
of Elles and Co., at Taiwan, are the gentlemen who have suffered ; 
the first-named having been compelled to fly into the district 
inhabited by the Aborigines} for safety, while the second is re- 
ported as wounded. ‘The accounts to hand are, however, neces- 
sarily vague, the correspondent from whose lettcr wo derive them 
being unable to do more than stato the bare facts. It is not 
known whether Mr. Pickcring’s wound is scrious, nor is the precise 
locality where the outrage occurred even stated. The only thing 
certain is that an attack has been made on the gentlemen in ques- 
tion by Chinese. From our knowledge of their personal charae- 
teristics we may safely aver that few Europeans would be less 
likely to cause, by their own indiscretion, a murderous attack 
being made upon them. Mr. Pickering is well known as one of 
the very few Europcans,who cau converse in th: Aborigi: a dia- 
lects, and is popular amonst the Chinese. Ile ha; travellid much 
a ea elon, and has uniformly exhibited great prudence and 
iscretion. 


THE 
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Wo may here mention one significant fact which we recently 
learned from a gentleman who had just left Formosa. The instruc- 
tions from home exerted so repressive an influence on our negocia- 
tions subsequent to the capture of Amping, that the Mandarin 
Liang, to whose obstinate stupidity and anti-foreign obstructive- 
ness the chief part of the misunderstanding was due, has not been 
removed from Taiwan, although this was one of the conditions 
most earnestly pressed for by the late unfortunate Mr. Gibson. 


HONG KONG. 

The London mail of Aug. 13 reached Hong Kong on the 21st 
Sept., conveying telegrams to the 5th Sept. The present home- 
ward mail brings Hong Kong advices to Sept. 30. 

The financial statement for 1868-69 shows the colony to be 
no longer insolvent, and an effective surplus of $30,000 is estimated 
for Dec. 1870. This position of affairs was conveyed in the Go- 
vernor’s financial statement to the Legislative Council, which is 
far too lengthy to be reproduced in extenso. We shall notice the 
details in our next issue. 


‘The China Mail has the following comments :—That branch of 
Colonial income hitherto known as the gambling revenue seems 
likely from H. E.’s financial statement to become incorporated 
with our future financial policy, under the name of a Special 
Fund, to be used not in lessening the ordinary rates and taxes 
but for purely police pucrcses on land and on water. His Ex- 
cellency insinuates rather than openly asserts the principle, that 
it would be unjust to tax the foreign community in the immense 
sum that is required to procure efficient protection for the island 
against crime of native origin—such as piracies, forcible descents 
with the object of plunder, dc. The main cost of special defence 
against these special dangers should, his Excellency apparently 
thinks, fall upon those among whom they arise, and that the best 
means of attaining that ond is by licensing a certain number of 
gambling houses, on the clear understanding that no part of the 
money so derived should be included in the ordinary revenue of 
the colony for ordinary expenditure, but bo appropriated exclu- 
sively to the prevontion of scrious native offences, and to promoting 
the moral and sanitary improvement of the native population. 
Such in effect seem to be the instructions his Excellency has re- 
ceived from home, and they are quite identical with the principle 


which the China Mail has always avowed in reference to this part. 


of his Excellency’s financial policy. 

Another, and an unusually daring, act of piracy in the neigh- 
bourhood of Macao has to be recorded. The N. G. barque Apen- 
rade left Whampoa for New York on the 23rd Sept. At seven 
o’clock the next evening she was off Pootow Island, about ten 
miles from Macao, the wind at the time being very light. ‘There 
were several large junks in the neighbourhood, but they presented 
nothing to warrant any suspicion of their character. Shortly after 
seven, however, one of their number, not larger or in any way dis- 
tinguishable from the rest, taking advantage of the light 
wind, bore down towards the Apenrade to within 200 yards, 
as if with the intention of crossing her bows. Suddenly, 
however, the intention of the junk’s crew was disclosed by a volley 
of rape which smashed the Apenrade’s boats, injured the rigging, 
an maged the hull. This demonstration was quickly followed 
up by boarding. Thirty or forty of the pirates rushed on board 
the vessel, and commenced firing upon the crew, who were not in 
@ condition to offer any resistance, being taken completely by 
surprise. The rascals were armed with swords and large French 
revolvers, which they seom to have obtained from a house in 
Hong Kong. One of the crew was shot dead, others including 
the captain and second officer, were wounded, in some cases 
severely. Having gained possession of the ship, the pirates 
anchored the vessel, and then proceeded to ransack her. They 
gathered forty chests of tea, about $30 in money, watches, 
mathematical instruments, and other property, and would no 
doubt have completely stripped the vessel but for the appear- 
ance of a steamer in the distance. They then sheered off, and a 
favourable breeze springing up the captain slipped anchor and 
made {for Macao. e gunboat Principe Dom Carlos was des- 
patched in quest of the pirates, the second officer of the Apenrade 
a eomEany me the search, but nothing has been heard of the 
pirates. 

His Excellency the Governor has ordered a memorandum to be 
prepared by the Superintendent of Police on the comparative 
criminal statistics of Hong Kong and Shanghai. This is intended 
as a reply to the communication from Mr. A. J. Johnston, of 
Shanghai, dated May 13, and published in the London and China 
Telegraph and Express. We shall notice it more fully in our 
next issue. 

Judgment has been given by the Hon. J. Pauncefote, Acting 
Chief Justice, in the case of the Comptoir d’Escompte de Paris 
v. Rodger and others, and F. 8, Huffam, official assignee of the 
estate of Lyall, Still, and Co. This suit, in which the sum of 
$59,390.12 is claimed, it will be remembered, arose out of what is 
generally known as the Hin case. Judgment was for defendant. 

At the special general meeting of the Chamber, held on the 2Uth 
Sept., the Hon. W. Keswick prosidatig the following was inserted as 
the third rulo and regulation of the Chamber, instcad of the pre- 
vious rule :—“That all mercantile firms and persons engaged or 
interested in the trade of Ching shall be eligible for admission 
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as members, in the manner hereafter described, and on payment 
of $50 for firms, and 815 for single individuals for the current 
year, and a like annual subscription payable in advance on January 
1st.” The chairman proposed the adoption of the above resolution, 
and remarked that they were all at one seoeraing the advisability 
of extending the usefulness of the Chamber by allowing the ad- 
mission of all interested in the trade of China; and they could 
not but regard it as desirable that the sphere of the Chamber 
should be extended. Ile proposed that the resolution be adopted 
by the meeting. This was seconded by Mr. Pyke, and unani- 
mously carried. The meeting then separated. 

We learn that Mr. G. Hughes, Commissioner of Customs from 
Tientsin, changes places with Mr. C. Hannen, Commissioner at 
Amoy. Mr. Cartwright is transferred from Swatow to Amoy. 

The Afail has the following remarks apropos of the departure 
for Europe of Baron von Carlowitz:—In the list of passengers 
leaving by to-day’s mail we observe the name of Baron von Car- 
lowitz, a gentleman who has, we believe, for over a quarter of a 
century resided at Canton and in this colony. As one of the veri- 
table oldest residents, and more than that, one of the most es- 
teemed by all nationalities, who has become identified with the 
social life of both ports, it is but due to him to express the 
hearty good wishes which accompany him on his departure ; and 
we do this at the request of numerous friends, supported by our 
own opinion of the manner in which, as Consular Representative 
of Prussia and the North German Confederation, he has so well 
and so long performed his official functions. To one who has 
witnessed with his own eyes the conversion of Hong Kong from 
a barren rock into a thriving colony, a farewell must be moro 
serious than to those whose shorter residence has induced less in- 
terest in our local fortunes. In wishing him a pleasant voyage 
and safe return to Europe, we can assure him that he takes with 
him the sincere regard of a numerous body of friends and ac- 
quaintances. 

H. R. H. Prince Alfred’s visit to the Southern - hemisphere 
seems likely to prove profitable to him in a pecuniary sense. It 
is already known that he, with one of his suite, has invested in a 
gold mine in New Zealand, and that in the first month the yield 
of gold was so great as to increase the value of the investment 
from £2,500 to £8,000. The latest papers records a continuance 
of success. The claim in which the Prince took shares is known 
as the “Long Drive,’ and wo learn that the latest crushing of 
quartz from it yielded 2,000 ounces of gold from 550 lbs. weight 
of quartz. This will be good news for H. R. H. when he reaches 
Hong Kong. 

A reverend gentleman is said to be coining money in Canton by 
the sale of sowing machines. Being of a scicntific turn of mind, 
and a Chinese scholar, he is likely to kecp to the windward of other 
importers. The use of ploughing machines is said now to occupy 
the attention and time of the reverend speculator in machines. 
Our German friends have not been so wide awake to import sow- 
ing machines as they were to import magenta dye. But large 
orders for them are, however, now said to have gone forward. 

In the China ail we find the following translation of the Royal 
decree remitting {the sentence passed on Mr. Pedro Loureiro by 
the Court of Macao :— 

“ Acceding to the supplication which has been submitted to me 
by Pedro Jose da Silva Loureiro, sentenced to transportation to 
the West Coast of Africa by decree of the Supreme Court of Macao, 
under date July 25th, 1866, and taking into consideration the in- 
formation on the subject furnished by the Chief Judge of the dis- 
trict and by the Governor, under date Sth and 9th January last, 
and likewise the opinion of the Deputy Attorney General, attached 
to the Ministry of Commerce, Marine and the Colonies—I am 
pleased, with the advice of the Council of State, and in conformity 
with Sec. 7 of Art. 74 of the constitutional charter of the kingdom, 
to exercise my Royal clemency towards the aforesaid Pedro Jose da 
Silva Loureiro, accepting as expiation for his crime the time that 
he has already suffered in prison.” 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

From Singapore we have advices to the 8th Oct. The outward 
English mail of Aug. 27, and the French of Sept. 2, arrived out 
on the 30th Sept. and 5th Oct. respectively. The latest London 
telegrams were dated Sept. 13. 

According to the Straits Times, “No political questions of 
much weight have come to the front during the fortnight. There 
have been two meetings of the Legislative Council, one on the 
28th ult. and the other on the 2ndinst. At the first a Bill to ex- 
clude from future criminal sentences of imprisonment any direc- 
tion as to the localities at which the imprisonment should be 
ordered was introduced, read a third time, and passed. The papers 
relating to the Bill disclosed a somewhat obstinate determina- 
tion on the part of the Chief Justice to send all his prisoners 
to Her Majesty’s Gaol for confinement, though under the 
Local Prisons’ Ordinance the Ilouses of Correction had beon 
appointed the receptacles for criminal offences. According 
to the Crown lawyers at home, to which the point seems to have 
been referred, a sentence to one place of confinement cannot legally 
be carried out at another ; so that as Her Majesty's jail is by the 
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law of the colony no longer one of tho places at which criminal 
sentences are to be underzone, prissnevs specially sentzuced to im: 
prisonment there would necessarily have ty be released ; aud vue 
man sentenced in this way at Malacca has avtuuly been set at 
large. 

“At the meeting of Council on the 2nd inst. the Governor an- 
nounced the appointment of the Judge of Penang to a scat in the 
Council ; the Counail then went into committce on the Secret So- 
cieties’ Bill, and after progress was reported the Logislature ad- 
journed to the 12th inst. 

“ Ag stated in our last, a strong fecling prevails here in favour of 
regulating and not suppressing these socictics. Very little opposi- 
tion, it is anticipated, would he offered to such a registration of 
purposes, officers, and places of meeting as would aiford Govern- 
ment an effective control of them in cascs of disturbance, as 
well as a substantial guaranteo for the depredations of their mem- 
bers. The socictics under such limitations would of course cease 
to be secret, but they would probably secure to thoi members 
quite as many privileges as thoy do now—privileges made more 
valuable by the legal recognition which would he given them. 


“ A serious anxiety has distracted Singapore for tho Inst fort- 
night, owing to the predictions of Captain Saxby, R.N., which have 
doubtless lost none of their extravagance by the journoy overland. 
According to a Ictter addressed by that gentleman to» the London 
Morning Herald, dated 21st December last, excessive high tides 
were to prevail along the equatorial belt from the tth to the 7th 
inst, From the low-lying position of the mercantile part of the 
town, 9 rise of eight fect over ordinary spring tiles would havo 
involved the semi-submersion of nearly all the golowns in the 
place, and consequently an cnormous destruction to property. 
Captain Saxby’s ‘prediction in some degree giinel ground 
from o similar presentiment among the Chinase, derived 
no doubt, from their astronomical calculations; and the conse- 
qnenecs have been that for the last four days greit brick walls 
have stopped up the doors and windows of our godowns ; felt, chu- 
nam, and other auxiliarics for the resistance of water have also 
been in large request; and now, when the dreaded time has passed 
away without the increase of even an inzh to our ordinary spring 
tides, it is partly comical, portly humiliating, to view the yet 
unremived defences that, at the expense of some thousands 
of dollars have heen set up to mees an imavinary evil; however, 
none cai have a lauzh at tae otticr—we are all in the same box, 
have all been equuly demoralized. We trust Captain Saxby, 
when he learis that $19,000 will barely cever the cast of the pro- 
Visions invle here iv consequence of his last preliesion, will be 
more careful to give distincter limits to the probable phenomena 
to be expected from his observations. 


* Government House, the source of so much past heart-hurnins 
has now been completed, and Governor Ord will take up his resi- 
dence there next week. It is stated positively that the amount 
voted by the Legislature has not been exce:ded, that is, that the 
cost of grounds and building comes within $150,000 ; at this rate 
the property must be considered a cheap one. But Government 
Tlouse is only one of the subjects which in times past have been 
selected for remonstrance against the present administration, the 
new stcamer understood to be building at home and for which 
£23,009 have been remitted from the Treasury was the other. Re- 
garding this last, we have scarcely such ® satisfactory account to 
give—-in so far that we arcignorant,and appavently the Governor, 
too, whctherthestcamer is to be scent outornot; indeed, whether her 
construction hms been commenced yct or not. At the conference 
of the Straits Scttlements Association with Lord Granville in May 
last, his Lordship by one report is mae to say the ‘the steamer 
would not come out here, but would be resold in England,’ and 
by another that ‘no orders for ber construction had yet been 
given.” At a mecting of Council on the 22nd of July last, the 
Governor was asked if he knew whcther the ste:mer was coming 
out or no, and he replied that thouzh he had no official information 
on the subject he believed she was half finished. But the valuc 
of this statement is seriously depreciated by a report to hand by 
last mail, that in answer to an inquiry from the Scerctary to the 
Straits Settlements Association, the Colonial-office had stated that 
not a timber of the steamer had yet been laid down, and never 
would be. It is really too bad that we should le tosscd about in 
uncertainty on the walject in this way, and that we should have 
becn put to the expense of borrowing and remitting some $100,000, 
on which we have had to pay interest, to lio idle in Her Majesty's 
Treasury. The Governor, apparcutly, can get no authoritative 
information onthe subject, and if the Association can it is very 
desirablo that they should forward here not reports merely, but 
authentic copies of their communications with the Colonial -otfice.”

Young Hyson, no sales ; Country Greens, no stocks. 


SILK. 

Yoronama (Sept. 28, ria San Francisco),—The last European advices 
being unfavourable to Japan Silks, prices had slightly declined. Arrivals 
since Aug. 28 about 1,400 piculs, chiefly of Hank sorts, which, however, 
were in gencral so badly reeled that nearly one half the purchases had 
been rejected on inspection, Net settlements about 750 piculs Hanks, 75 
Oshiu, and 40 Koshiu—or, in all, 865 piculs—leaving in stock about 1,000 

iculs. The Japanese being anxious to sell, prices for the medium and 
lerior Ilanks had receded abont $20; but best sorts were scarce, and 
in gomand at full prices, Total setthoments einco beginning of season, 
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about 3,350 bales, against 4,800 last year same date. Quotations 
(all charges paid at exchange 4s, 6$d.):—Mybash and other Hanks, 
extra, 34s. 8d.; best, 3ls. 8d. to 833. 3d.; middling, 29s. 5d. to 
81s. 4d. ; inferior, 2638. 4d, to 28s. 3d.; Oshiu, extra, 35s. 4d.; best, 
B1s. 4d. to 33s. 11d.; Koshiu, middling, 25s. 6d. to 27s. 5d. Silk Worms’ 
Eggs: Total arrivals 925,000 cards at Yokohama and 50,000 at outports, 
making 975,000, against 1,800,000 last year. Total settlements 550,000, 
mostly annuals. The stock consisted mainly of Bivoltini, which were 
offered at very low rates, say $0.25 to $0.75, with few buyers. For good 
annuals, which were scarce, high prices ruled, best Oshiu and Sinchiu green 
being quoted $3.50 to $4.50 per card; common to good green, $2.75 fo 
$3.25; inferior green, $1.75 to $2.50; annual white, $2.25 to $3.50. 

Saancuar.—Messrs. Skeggs and Co.’s Circular, dated 28rd September, 
is as follows:—There has been an active market throughout the fort- 
night, and, although settlements are estimated at only 2,200 bales, con- 
siderably more has been purchased, but rejected owing to the damp con- 
dition of the bulk. Exchange has also interfered with business to some 
extent, having ranged from $d. to 1d. higher than last mail's rate. Chop 
Silks have been taken at an advance of Tls. 5 as follows :—Koo-fong-sing 
thirds at Tls. 5724; Dragons, Tls. 5674; Yakee, Tls. 660; Donkey, 
Tle. 5574; Incense, Tls. 550; Blue Flag, Tls. 520; and Red Peacocks, 
Tis. 467} ; whilst all medium and good descriptions maintain previous 
rates, common sorts only being perhaps a shade easier, but quotations 
can scarcely be altered. In all other descriptions the market may be con- 
sidered unchanged, although higher prices are asked for Kahing and Chin- 
cum Taysaams. 

Canton.—The home advices not having proved so favourable as was 
expected, the principal buyers had withheld purchases. Holders at the 
same time were firm. The fifth crop produce was arriving daily, and 
holders of the acoumulated stock would probably be forced to accept lower 
rates. Re-reeled Céten-Gown were quoted $640; Re-reeled Mahang, 
$525; Re-reeled Tonquin, $440 per picul. The stock was estimated at 
Loongkongs, 150 bales; Tsatlee reels, 450 bales; Kowkongs, 200 bales; 
Cumchucks, Lacklows, &c., 70 bales; and 200 bales of inferior descriptions.

The principal transaction had been in the Government sale of 95,000 
piculs, held on Sept. 18; the bulk of the assortment consisted of qualities 
unsuitable for the European markets, and the average rate paid was 
f.15.95 per picul for No. 14. Tin: An auction of 5,000 piculs Billiton to 
be held on Oct. 12. 

Sincarore.—A moderate business had been done during the fortnight. 
Gambier, after departure of last mail, receded to $3.20 and $3.173, but 
had since recovered, and the last purchases had been made at $3.20 per 
picul. Black Pepper difficult to obtain in quantity, and the parcels coming 
to hand had been taken up at $7.05 to $7.124 per picul. White Pepper 
algo scarce, $11 per picul paid for delivery. Pearl Sago declined; small 
grain, $3.25 to $3.20. Sago Flour also slightly lower, a small cargo of 
Borneo bought at $2.60 per picul. Bontyne Coffee, $12$ to $18 per 
pical. Tapioca, $4.50 to $4.70 for Pearl; $4.65 to $4.90 for Lump. 
Hides in fair demand, $114 paid for picked Tringanu. Tin bought toa 
considerable extent for Europe and America, $31§ to $302 per picul. 

Pexano.—The demand for Tin had subsided; $29.75 per picul closing 
price. No Black Pepper had come forward, the only transaction at $7 to 

7.25 per picul. Small arrivals of White Pepper secured at $9.75 to $10 
per picul—scarcely first chop. 

Cotomso.—Coffee plantation : A fair amount of the new crop was on 
the market, and the samples for the most part were of fair average quality, 
though generally in a damp condition, owing to the excessively wet 
weather which had prevailed. We have to report several transactions at 
prices ranging from 10s. Gd. to 11s. Gd. per bushel. Native was still 
quoted at 48s. to 49s. per cwt. free on boa-d, but this must be con- 
sidered as quite nominal as the market was quite bare of supplies. 
Cinnamon: Price well maintained, but the choice ‘was becoming more 
limited. We quote 22d. to 24d. per 1b. Cocoanut Oil in fair demand, at 
£34 to £35 per ton. Coir Yarn: The decline of 1s. to 2s. in the Home 
market had checked business. Plumbago: The wet weather had greatly 
interfered with mining operations, and the supply on offer was limited. 
Good bright Lump £14 to £15. 10s., and Dust £4 to £5 per ton.

RAILWAYS IN CHINA. 

Att who possess any substantial knowledge of China— 
and we regret that it is impossible to include in this category 
any member of Mr. Giapstone’s administration—are well 
aware that if we ever succeed in introducing railways and 
telegraphs into that country it will be in spite of the opposi- 
tion of the Government, and not by the aid of their good- 
will. In other words, it is as plain as a pike-staff, to all ex- 
cept those who turn a deaf ear to everything but Mr. Bur- 
LINGAME’S blandishments, that the Chinese people will gladly 
welcome us foreigners with our Western civilisation, if only 
their rulers will allow them to do so. The Government are 
ready enough to adopt such Kuropean improvements as will 
strengthen them in warlike art. They are glad to establish 
arsenals and build gunboats on the European model, simply 
because these will enable them, as they believe, successfully 
to resist all other European innovations ; and in the Bur- 
LINGAME mission, as in all else, this has been their sole aim 
and end. Fortunately for us, however, the people them- 
selves are more liberal and more open to conviction. Alread 
the more enlightened section begins to believe in the value of 
railway communication, and we learn that such strong re- 
presentations have been made in favour of a line between 
Shanghai and Soochow that even the Mandarins have had to 
make at least a show of giving way, and have promised to 
sanction the construction of such a line, on the stringent 
condition, however, that it shall be carried out entirely with- 
out foreign aid. The scheme will be remembered as an old 
one, which was extinguished for the time by the decidedly 
hostile tone in which the Peking Government replied to Sir 
RourHerrorp ALcock’s communication on the subject of 
railways. It is now revived in this new form; the native 
merchants, not only at Shanghai, but in the city of Soochow 
itself, have expressed a strong desire to see it carried out ; 
and, as we have said, the local authorities express themselves 
willing to facilitate it if it can be accomplished solely with 
native resources. This stipulation, it seems to us, is very far 
from being a prohibitory one, if the central Government en- 
dorses the concession of its local subordinates. If under- 
taken by a purely Chinese company, that company will surely 
find the means of procuring such foreign assistance as it may 
require to complete the line, and nothing can prevent it from 
being a means of ultimately introducing foreign science and 
improvements. The one obstacle to be dreaded is that, when 
all else is satisfactorily settled, there will be found to be a 
hitch at head quarters—that in fact the central authority will 
not sanction it; and of course the spirit that at present rules 
our attitude towards China will not permit the exercise of 
any pressure, so in that case another chance will be hopelessly 
lost. Still, without being very sanguine as to the result, we 
may venture to hope that the Soochow Railway will at soma 
not very distant day be an accomplished fact ; and that onod 
in operation, it needs no prophet to foretell the swift and 
certain driving home of the wedge that is to admit us into 
the very heart of the Empire.

SILK CULTIVATION IN JAPAN. 

Ir is always gratifying to find our Consular or diplomatic 
officials in the East taking advantage of their position and 
influence to promote the interests of commerce. In the 
early times of our intercourse with China there was too much 
reason to complain of indifference in this respect, for many 


rth | members of these services, though fully alive to the import- 


ance and dignity attached to the discharge of their magis- 
terial and diplomatic functions, were prone to regard mere 
trade with contempt, if not with absolute aversion. But all 
that is now changed. Of late years our Ministers and Con- 
suls have vied with one another in collecting statistics and 
compiling reports on the trade of the various ports, 
until their observations have come to be regarded 
as highly important contributions to the history of 
our commercial intercourse with China and Japan. In 
several cases, gentlemen attached to one or other of 
the Legations have made extensive tours for the purpose 
of collecting information, and the result of one such journey, 
recently performed in the island of Niphon, is now before us. 
With the laudable view of acquiring and disseminating a more 
intimate knowledge of the silk culture as practised in Japan, 
Messrs. ADaMs and WILKiNsoN, of the British Legation at 
Yedo, made a tour through the principal silk districts of that 
country in June and July of the present year ; in order to 
increase the practical utility of their observations, they were 
accompanied by three experienced silk-inspectors of Yoko- 
hama ; and Mr. Apams having compiled a most interesting 
report of the journey for presentation to his chief, it was 
transmitted to the Yokohama Chamber of Commerce, and pub- 
lished in pamphlet form by that body. In characterising Mr. 
Apams’s report as “ most interesting,” we have by no means 
erred on the side of extravagant laudation, for his account of 
the culture of the silkworm and the manner of preparing its 
produce would be read with interest even by persons entirely 
unconnected with the silk trade. The first noticeable thing 
in the report is the uniform kindness, civility, and attention 
experienced by the travellers at every point of their journey, 
not only from the general populace, but from the much 
dreaded “Yakonins” and retainers of Daimios. This 
presents a marked contrast with the treatment recently 
experienced by foreigners travelling in China, Some very 
unfavourable symptoms were observed in the condition of 
the silk districts, of which the most serious is an increasing 
prevalence of a parasitic disease termed “ Uji,” for which no 


YY | remedy appears to be known, and which seems to be at times 


almost as disastrous in its effects as the silkworm disease that 
has lately prevailed in Europe. Another serious evil is the 
great carelessness with which many operations are performed 
that demand extreme nicety and skill; but improved ma- 
chinery, and a better system of management, would soon 
cure this, as well as a loss arising from the present defective 
mode of drying the cocoons, On the other hand, some very 
encouraging signs of improvement were noticed, such as a 
largely increased cultivation of the mulberry, the erection of 
buildings specially for rearing silkworms, and the establish- 
ment of “ inspection-offices;” for the proper examination of 
the silk before sending it into the market. On the whole, 
there seems every prospect of a gradual but steady improve- 
ment in the silk trade of Japan. We may conclude our 
brief notice of Mr. Apams’s pamphlet with a hope that this 
will not be his last contribution to our knowledge of Japan. 


Tue Indo-European Telegraph Company (Sremun’s line) 
have now the entire length of their wires completed, with the 
exception of some trifling links near Teheran. The line runs 
from Lowestoft, by submarine, to Nordeney, thence to Ber- 
lin, Odessa, Warsaw, and Kertch to Teheran and Bushire, 
thence by Persian Gulf Cable to Kurrachee. The scale of 
charges is not yet fixed, but it will certainly be lower than 
the present rates. The line will probably be opened on the 
Ist Dec. Telegrams announce the completion of the first 
section of the new Persian Gulf cable. 


THE steamer Jocket, which left Shields for Shanghai on the 
24th Oct., was towed into Lowestoft during the lategale, with 
loss of the Captain, Engineer, &c. She proceeds shortly, under 
the command of Captain Roper, via the Suez Canal.. The 
Rocket has been despatched by Mr. Jas. Beaziey, of Liverpool, 
and is intended for local employment. She ia consigned to 
Messrs. A. R. Tuupy and Co., of Shanghai. 
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CONSULAR REPORTS ON TRADE. 

A Buvs-Boox just issued contains (in continuation of the 
series of Reports presented to the House of Commons in July 
last) the Reports on the trade of Tientsin, Chinkiang, and 
Tam-suy for the year 1868. Mr. Monaan, who has long 
been conspicuous for the ability with which he treats all 
matters having reference to commerce, gives an exhaustive 
account of the condition of the port under his jurisdiction, 
and the result she deduces from his observations must be 
considered more promising for the future than satisfactory as 
regards the present. The two rebel raids of last year devas- 
tated whole districts on the fertility of which the commerce 
of Tientsin mainly depends ; and the ravaging of an entire 
province, with the plundering and partial destruction of five 
Cities, could not but be felt as a heavy blow. Yet with all 
this havoo to record, Mr. Monaan’s Report contains, as we 
have said, good promise for the future ; for even in the face 
of these untoward circumstances, the total trade of the port 
for 1868 appears to have largely increased in comparison 
with the previous year, although it fell short of the year 
1866, when no disturbances of any kind happened to in- 
terrupt the tranquillity of the province. This being the 
case, it is by no means unreasonable to expect that so 
long as it enjoys immunity from such disturbing in- 
fluences, the trade of ‘Tientsin will exhibit steady and rapid 
progress. The first section of the Report before us is devoted 
to a brief historical sketch of the political events of local 
importance which affected the commercial interests of the 
port during the year ; and this consists chiefly of a record of 
a, series of miserable tragedies that need not be dwelt upon 
here, though it forms a valuable addendum to the other in- 
formation contained in the Report. Passing then to shipping 
and navigation, we find that in 1868 more foreign shipping 
was employed in the trade of Tientsin than in any former 
year, the increase in tonnage, however, being entirely in 
steamers. The direct trade with England was represented by 
three sailing vessels, averaging about 530 tons, against 
one of 460 tons in the preceding year; and Mr. Mon- 
GAN gives some figures showing that the cost of import- 
ing piece-goods by this method is about equal to, but cer- 
tainly not more than, the cost of conveying them from 
Shanghai to Tientsin. This fact needs only to be fairly consi- 
dered to ensure a rapid development of the directtrade. Of 
both steamers and sailing vessels the largest proportion bore 
the English flag. Besides this, there is much interesting in- 
formation regarding the rice trade and other traffic carried on 
by native junks, which, like that in foreign bottoms, shows a 
steady increase. Turning to imports, we find that, as com- 
pared with 1867, there was a very great advance in the value 
of cotton piece-goods imported, a slight falling off in that 
of woollens, and a considerable decline in that of opium ; 
but the aggregate value of these three great staples, and all 
other foreign imports, in the latter year exceeded that of the 
former more than three-quarters of a million sterling. Mr. 
Mona@an expresses an opinion that Tientsin consumes more 
cotton piece goods than any other of the open ports, Shanghai 
not even excepted, if the re-exports be deducted from the im- 
ports ; and yet the teeming millions of the working classes of this 
country do not wear English cotton cloth, the more durable 
homespun product being universally preferred by them {o our 
more elegant-looking but less serviceable fabrics. Under the 
head of exports less produce and more treasure was exported 
in 1868 than in 1867; but taking the aggregate values of 
both, there was an inorease of about half a million sterling 
in the former year, the total value being close on £1,870,000. 
This included only 480 tons of coal—that mineral which 
would prove such a vast source of wealth to the port could 
permission be obtained to work the mines ; to the difficulties 
that all endeavours in this direction have met with Mr. 
Mone@an makes but a brief passing allusion, evidently feeling 
very strongly on the subject, but convinced that with the 
present attitude of our Government no hope of progress can 


be entertained. He incidentally notices the increased use of 


Grant's Trans-Mongolian line, which in 1868 transmitted 
1,158 messages between England and China, against 856 in 
the previous year. The total trade of the port—import, ex- 
port, and transit—he estimates at a trifle over eight millions 
sterling. We cannot dismiss this report without once more 
commending the clear, able, business-like manner in which it 
is framed. 

The other two Reports in the volume are of minor import- 
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silk piece goods. 
exclusively confined to the steamers of the river companies, 








ance. That on Tam-suy, by Mr. H. F. Hort (Vice-Consul) 
shows the total imports and exports in 1868, in foreign ves- 
sels, to have been under a quarter of a million sterling. Not- 
withstanding the smallness of his field of observation, Mr. 
Hour finds room for some interesting and thoroughly 
practical remarks and suggestions, and generally takes 
a hopefal view of its future. Mr. Auten’s Report 
on Chinkiang applies also to a limited field, though 
one of rather more importance than Tam-suy. Here also 
the figures are satisfactory, especially as regards Imports, 
which figure for Tls. 5,693,980, and show an ‘increase of 70 
per cent. over the previous year, including opium, or, if the 
drug be left out of the question, an increase of no less than 
450 per cent., a ratio which, if continued, would soon bring 
the port into an important position. The Exports are trifling 
—only Tis. 442,000, but these also show a slight though 
perceptible increase, especially in the most important artiole, 
The foreign shipping is of course almost 


but these, it seems, charge such high rates of freight that 


small vessels of the “ lorcha” class and schooners are gra- 
dually creeping in, and taking a share of the traffio when 
despatch is not a sine qud non. Further development in this 
direction may be expected. 





THE HONG KONG CENSUS. 
Tux “ Amended Census Return” for the 30th June last, 
published in the Government Gazette of the 11th Sept., is 
worthy of a passing notice. The first thing that strikes one 


is the exceeding smallness of the proportion of Britons to 


the total population of this British Colony ; the latter 
being represented by the figures 121,979, while the number of 
fixed British residents (that is, not counting crews of ships 
in harbour and soldiera of the garrison) was only 759. Of 
course, in au Asiatic colony, a large preponderance of native 
over European residents is a matter of course, but then it 
would be supposed that at any rate the English would out- 
number all other “ foreign” nationalities But here again we 


are at fault; under the head of “ European and American 


fixed residents,” we find Portuguese come first, with 1,150, 
or nearly four hundred above the English. The Germans are 
third in point of number, being 153, and Americans fourth, 
with 115. The French are but 56; Danes and Italians 
twelve each ; while the Spaniards, Swiss, and Austrians figure 
for the still more insignificant numbers of nine, six, and four 
respectively. It may be doubted, however, whether many 
of the Portuguese are not wrongly classed as “ Europeans” 
simply ; it being an open question how large a proportion 
of the natives of Macao are entitled to be so considered. 
And it is very evident that these are not included 
in the 997 persons set down as “Goa, Manila, Indian, and 
others of mixed blood.” The garrison exhibits a smaller 
figure than in many previous census returns, being but 763, 
all told. The Chinese inhabitants of the colony number 
114,280, of whom no less than 7,235 are in the employ of 
Euro , and as the latter (excluding, of course, women 
and children) are 1,148, we have an average of 6:32 Chinese 
employed by each European resident. By the way, this 
may not be quite correct, for sixty-three Europeans and 
Americans had the misfortune to be in gaol at the time the 
census was taken, and it is not quite clear how many, if any, 
of these come under the denomination of “ fixed residents.” 
Perhaps it depends upon the term for which they were com- 
mitted to “durance vile.” The Chinese, however, ocoupied. 
their full share of the gaol accommodation, for we find that 
nearly four hundred of them were provided with free lodg- 
ings. Of the remaining Chinese population—that is, the 
portion neither in European employ nor in prison—nearly 
one-fourth (22,530) are described in the census as “ boat 
population,” from which it would seem that even when 
domiciled under the British flag they do not relinquish the 
amphibious habits so dear to the Celestial nature. 


Tue interchange of the Treaty of Friendship, Trade, and 
Navigation between the King of the Brieians and the 
Supreme King of Siam has taken place at the Belgian Lega- 
tion, the respective plenipotentiaries being the Baron Bzav- 
tigv and Sir Joun Bowrina.

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EXHIBITION OF EASTERN PRODUCTIONS OF ART. 

There is now open in the Palais de I’Industrie, in the 
Champs Elysées, Paris, the Third Exhibition of Art Manufac- 
tures, organised by an excellent society, L’ Union Centrale de 
CArt Appliqué, composed of artists, art manufacturers, and 
professors, who are making most laudable and successful 
endeavours to do something more for improvement and 
taste in decoration of all kinds, using the term in its widest 
signification, than official schools, colleges, and Imperial 
factories have done in the present day. The plan of the 
society is similar to that of the South Kensington Museum ; 
it has a library and museum cf art and art products, ancient 
and modern, open to all the world, and its exhibitions in- 
clude all these things. The Exhibition now open, and which 
is to remain open all the current month, comprises an ad- 
mirable collection of superior French products of all kinds, 
while the retrospective portion is devoted, this year, to 
Eastern products of all epochs. It is not surprising that 
China and Japan figure largely, for French art at the present 
moment is more indebted to these than any other foreign 
countries for its decorative novelties. The collection the 
bronzes, china, enamels, lacquer work, silks, &c., is superb, of 
great collectors of these works, and they are numerous in 
France, having contributed their choicest specimens. After 
having examined the retrospective galleries, it is highly in- 
teresting to inspect the French productions which owe their 
inspiration to Eastern sources ; the most numerous examples 
are to be found in the porcelain and fazences class, in 
which are innumerable specimens of direct copies of Chinese 
and other ware, exhibiting very high qualities botn as regarda 
body, design, colour, and glaze, and many more which show 
the application of Oriental principles to modern art. One 
feature which forms one of the most artistic claims of the 
Chinese—namely, the mounting of bowls and vases on stands 
of carved wood, always in keeping with the main object—has 
been completely naturalised by our neighbours, and thus 
their beautiful productions gain enormously in importance, 
while the designs of the French carvers are in themselves 
highly artistic. In this and other classes Persian, 
Indian, and other influences are also very percepti- 
ble. The newest adoption of peculiar Eastern arts is 
to be seen, however, in the production of true clois- 
sonné enamels, as applied to small objects of art and 
personal decoration, and of incised bronze work, with gold 
and silver inlays, after the manner of the Chinese and Ja- 
panese. These are the work of the house of Christople and 
Co., and of M. A. Falize; the colours of the enamels are 
brilliant, and the work seems to be perfectly solid and well 
executed, and the designs and execution of the bronzes are 
admirable. M. Falize has applied the Japanese system to 
many small objects with great artistic ability, and there is 
little doubt that his productions will form the starting-point 
of a new fashion in jewellery and other ornaments. It is not 
gratifying to the pride of artists of the nineteenth century 
that they do not succeed in establishing a style in ornamental 
productions ; but, in the absence of originality and invention, 
the Union Centrale deserves all possible praise for collecting 
examples of past art, and doing ail in its power to lead de- 
signers not to copy servilely, but to make legitimate use of 
the art of other countries. 


From late advices from Washington we learn that Mr. Low, 
the new United States Minister to China, was expected in 
that city to receive his final instructions before leaving for 
Peking. These instructions, it is understood, will be based 
specially on the BuRLINGAME Treaty, and in order the more 
fully to carry out this policy, he will not proceed to China 
by the Pacific, but by the overland route, to give him an op- 
portunity, while passing through Europe, of conferring with, 
and receiving advice from, Mr. BurtincaMe. From this it 
is evident that Mr. Ross Browne's experiences or opinions 
will not be allowed to have any weight with the U. S. Go- 
vernment as regards its China policy. 


WE beg to call the attention of Subscribers interested in 
Ceylon to the Export Supplement which we furnish with this 
issue, containing the particulars of cargo by each vessel for 
ports in Ceylon, including the P. and O. steamers, The sub- 
scription is 12s. per annum. 


Tue allowance to recruits for the Ceylon Rifle Regiment 
is, we understand, to be reduced from £2 to £1. 
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Ir seems there is to be no delay in thoroughly testing the 
value of Chinese labour in the Southern States, Mr. Koor- 
MANBCHAAP having already contracted for four or five ship- 
loads of coolies, to be conveyed across by the Pacific Mail 
Company. The first experiment is to be made on rice and 
sugar plantations in Louisiana, cotton lands being considered 
less suitable. The principal features of the agreements to be 
signed by the coolies, are—a five years’ term of service ; 
wages (payable in gold) at $9 per month (of twenty-six 
working days) ; half of the wages payable monthly, the other 
half to accumulate in the employer’s hands until the close of 
each year, as @ guarantee against absconding ; passage money, 
and any sums advanced, to be repaid out of first earnings ; 
comfortable quarters and good rations of rice, pork or beef, 
and tea ; and asmall patch of garden ground is to be allowed 
to raise vegetables, &oc. If a sufficient number of coolies can 
be found to accept these terms—which we can hardly doubt 
—and if the emigration is decorously conducted, and good 
faith is kept on either side, there is every reason to expect 
the movement will be a beneficial one to the landowners. 
The negroes however are of a different opinion, and have 
already set on foot what promises to bea formidable agitation 
against the invasion of yellow labour. 


Tue credulity of Her Maszsty’s Ministers will, we should 
think, be a little shaken by the news brought by the present 
mail. It is now quite evident that the Duke of EpinpurcH 
will have no State reception at Peking, and that if he goes 
there at all it will be as “a private individual,” for whom 
the farrogant officials will no doubt find some method of 
showing their contempt. In fact, the mere denial of a proper 
reception is a gross insult, to begin with. Such are the fruits 
of a blind credence in Mr. BuRLINGAME'’s representations, and 
a policy based upon them. What a contrast this to the truly 
regal honours paid to the Duke in Yedo, where—as may be 
read in our mail news—a distinction was shown him never 
before vouchsafed to any but the Mikados themselves, or the 
Shiogoons in the days of their pride and power. We hope 
the lesson will be taken to heart in the quarters where it is 
most needed. 


WE are glad to note that there is a prospect of the entrance 
to the river at Osaka being permanently improved. The 
Royal Minstrel takes out four iron steam dredging-machines, 
shipped by Messrs. Joun K. Hooper and Co., to Messrs. ALT 
and Co., of Japan, and these we are informed are intended to 
be applied to the above purpose. The rails, trucks, and other 
materials for a tramway are also being sent out ; it is to be 
laid between Osaka and the landing place at Tem-po-san (in- 
side the bar), to facilitate the conveyance of goods. This is 
an important step in the right direction. 

Svcs of our readers as are interested in the Philippines 
will have received with regret the tidings conveyed in the 
telegram from Manila, which appears in another column. 
Immediately on receiving it we communicated the substance 
of it to as many of our subscribers connected with Manila as 
possible. It affords a sort of negative satisfaction that though 
“ accidents” are alluded to, there is no distinct reference to 
any loss of life, which we may therefore hope has been 
averted. 


In our issue of the 18th ultimo we noticed a scheme to lay 
a telegraph cable from Possiet Bay, on the south-east coast of 
Siberia, to Japan and down the China coast. According to 
The Times’ City Article of Saturday, a concession has been 
granted by the Russian Government to carry this out imme- 
diately, and a company is in course of formation for that 
purpose. 


THE vessels intended to be despatched by the Messageries 
Imperiales for the opening of the fortnightly service in July 
next are the Ava, Meikong, Pe-ho, and Yang-tse-keang. These 
vessels are of large size and full power, and have several im- 
provements in the cabin accommodation for the convenience 
of passengers. 


Tue Suez Canal has not as yet found favour with our un- 
derwriters. At present, the Marine Insurance Offices and the 
members of Lioyn’s hesitate to accept risks on goods shipped 
by vessels going through the Canal at any lower rates than’ 
those charged for the voyage round the Cape.

To-day the debate upon the East India Budget is to be opened in 
the Second Chamber of the States General.

‘PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The result of the last auction of Coffee held by the Trading Com- 
pany was, as I reported, a decline of about 1$c. At this decline 
an.increased demand is likely to spring up for these Java sorts, in 
anticipation of which the market looks firm; but the intimation by 
the Trading Company, prior to their late sale, that the quantity to be 
offered at their November sale will not exceed 109,000 bags, affords 
the certainty that the stock available for the wants of the trade till 
next year, including the stock on warrants, reaches to about 426,000 
bags, against 272,000 bags at the corresponding date last year; in 
view of which it seems doubtful whether any improvement of prices can 
be looked forward to. I may hcre mention that it is a matter of considera- 
tion with the Dutch Government to proceed in future with the sale of the 
coffee an eh on their account by weekly public auctions, instead of 
ten monthly sales a year, which is the mode of realisation at present. 
If the contemplated new measure be decided on, it will probably be 
earried into effect next year, and the arrivals for the Trading Company 
will then successively be disposed of immediately they come to hand. 
There is little or no change in other articles of produce, which continue 
on the whole to exhibit but little activity. 

CorFEE.—Since the auction the quotation for good ordinary Java has 
been 38c., and for ordinary 3lc. to 32c., at which rate many numbers 
of the public sale continue to be inquired for. Total stock of coffee 
600,900 bags, against 472,500 on Nov. 1, 1868. Floating, 156,800 bags, 
against 102,400 bags in 1868. 

Sucar (Raw).—The scantiness of the available stock on hand in 
our market causes ready sale to be made of what is offered. The 
following parcels have changed hands :—207 baskets Batavia, per 
Veata, afloat, No. 4/11, soft and very soft quality, on secret terms;

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 


The Board of Trade returns for September purport to show a 
decrease of £661,515, or about four per cent., in the declared value 
of our exportations compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. The preceding returns for some time past have pur- 
ported to show an increase, but the present one is more in har- 
mony with the symptoms observable in the commercial world. 
The falling off appears entirely under the head of cotton goods 
and yard and linen manufactures, while woollens and worsteds, as 
well as iron, exhibit an increase. For the first nine months of the 
year the aggregate exports are stated as under :—Nine months, 
1867, £137,202,497 ; nine months, 1868, £133,804,263; nine 
months, 1869, £142,707,536. The exports for the month are stated 
as follows :—Sept., 1867, £16,145,584 ; Sept., 1868, £17,027,240 ; 
Sept., 1869, £16,365,725. 

The value of the imports is given to the 31st August only ; the 
figures for the month of August are :—1867, £20,753,168 ; 1868, 
£20,285,457 ; 1869, £20,559,578 ; while for the eight months 
they present the following results :—1867, £129,042,787; 1868 
£153,637,733 ; 1869, £148,583,064. Thus it will be seon that for 
the month of August there has been little variation between the 
present and precedimg years. The quantities imported are re- 
turned to the end of Sept., and from these it appears that thero 
has been an increase in cotton and wheat compared with the cor- 
responding months of the two previous years.

TEA, 

There has not been much alteration in the marl ot during the inter- 
yal. At one time the low range of priccs current led to a rather better 
business both for home consumption and export, but the laat few days 
the markct has again become very dull, and it is difficult to effect salcs 
at former priccs for most kinds. The Jarge quantity of Tea now due 
makes the trade buy with caution, as they look for a better selection 
when the ships comein. Thestock of the United Kingdom on the 80th 
alt. was estimated at 72,250,000 Ibs., against 68,000,000 Ibs. last year,

CASUALTIES. 

The Kingdom of Belgium, which was reported aground in Delaware 
Bay, arrived at New York without apparent damage. 

The Aztec (brig), Varney, which sailed from Sunderland, Oct. 25, 
for Nagasaki, arrived in the Thames Nov. 2, and was taken into the 
Millwall Docks with damage to taffrail and main chain, and loss of 
maintopmast, having been in collision with a brig. 

A telegram, dated Oct. 27, received Nov. 6, from Galle, states that the 
Devonport, from London to Shanghai, had been wrecked in the China 
Sea; crew saved and the wreck subsequently sold. . 

The Bedfordshire, Langford, which sailed from Cardiff, Nov. 1, fo 
Singapore, put back to Cardiff for repairs. 

The Agathe Johanne, from Cardiff to Hong Kong, put into Simon’s 
Bay, Oct. 3, leaky, and requiring repairs to topsides. 

The Chusan, from Foo-chow-Fvo, arrived at Singapore previous to Oct. 
20, with serious damage, having been in collision with the Joseph Sprott, 
from Shanghai; the Chusan would have to‘dock for repairs. The Chusan 
sailed from Foo-chow-Foo for London Aug. 17. 

The Ferdinand and Louis, Vogelzang, from Sourabaya to Amsterdam, 
put into Ramegate Nov. 10 leaky, and with compasses out of order; she 
had also Jost three men by scurvy, and the remainder of the crew were 
down with the same disorder. 

§ Advices from Amsterdam, dated Nov. 10, state that the Catharina Eli- 
sabeth, Brakke, from Sourabaya, struck the {ground [in entering {Nieuwe 
Diep, but did not appear to have sustained any damage. 

Advices from Capetown, dated Oct. 4, state that the Constantia, V. Mon- 
nom, which put into Simon's Bay, Sept. 17, leaky, had been again sur- 
veyed, and her copper found to be much damaged: a quantity of the 
carg —coffee, sugar, &c.—had been landed in a damaged state and sold. 

The Sea Snake, Christophersen, from Bangkyk to Falmouth, with rice, 
which put into Port Elizabeth, Aug. 5, ina distressed state, had discharged 
and sold a large quantity of her cargo; the necessary repairs had been 
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effected, and she was ready for sea with about 5,000 bags sound rice o 
board, when she went ashore during the gale of the 18th and 19th Sept., 
and broke up; master and seven hands drowned; wreck and cargo sold 
22nd Sept. 

The Turkish Empire, Barclay, from Colombo to London, which put into 
Port Elizabeth Aug. 6, leaky, had repaired and was ready for sea, but 
having laboured heavily during the gale of Sept. 19 she commenced to 
leak afresh, and about 220 tons of her cargo was taken out of her and 
transhipped into the Cambria (str.), for Plymouth; the Turkish Empire, 
after again undergoing repairs, sailed Sept. 80.

THE “ WILHELMINE EMMA.” 

As announced in a recent issue, Mcssrs. Wingate and Co., of Whit- 
church, Glasgow, have just completed this exccedingly handsome ves- 
sel to the order of Messrs. Miller Brothers, of Glasgow, for Messrs. 
Siber, Bremwald, and Co., Japan. A number of important improve- 
ments have been introduced into her construction, a short account of 
which may not be uninteresting. The Wilhelmine Emma is a spar- 
decked screw steamer of 620 tons gross register; she is built asa com- 
posite up to main deck, viz., iron frames with teak planking and 
coppered ; from main to spar deck she is a complete iron vessel; the 
iron plating is flush with the outside planking, and so neatly has this 
been effected that it can scarcely be observed where they join. 
Messrs. Wingate have not, we believe, patented this important no- 
velty, but we may mention that this is the first vessel ever built on 
this principle, and they claim for it the following advantages, namely, 
the combination in the highest degree of the strength and stiffness of 
an iron with the anti-fouling and buoyant properties of a composite 
ship. The objection to the planking of timber being carried up to 
the spar deck is that in a hot climate the seams open, and require to 
be frequently re-caulked. This has been hitherto sought to be ob- 
viated by composite vessels having iron topsides, but an ugly break 
or projection always marked where the iron and timber met. Messrs. 
Wingate therefore deserve credit for introducing this improvement, 
which we are sure only requires to be seen by shipowners to be fully 
appreciated. The vessel is fitted witha pair of improved surface con- 
densing compound engines of 100-horse power nominal. Several novel- 
ties are likewise here embodied ; the engines can either be worked ag 
compound high and low pressure engines, or ag ordinary condensing 
engines, the change by an arrangement of tho valves being instantly 
effected. Engineers will be able to appreciate the advantages of thia 
system when centering a port where frequent slowing and stoppages are 
necessary. Messrs. Wingate have had most satisfactory results from 
their compound engines, almost exceptionally so in fact; the con- 
sumption of Scotch coals averaging less than 1}b. per indicated 
horse power per hour. The Wilhelmine Emma is fitted with every ap- 
pliance for economising labour, including steam-winches and windlass, 
a steam launch, &c., and has most elegant passenger accommodation, 
fitted up in polished hardwood, with painted glass panels ; while every 
attention has been paid to secure ‘propet ventilation. She is classed 
sixteen years Al at Lloyd’s, and we have no doubt, will prove a 

rofitable ship to her enterprising owners; while she cannot fail to 
Pirther increase the fame of her builders in the Kast, where their work 
is already well and favourably known. The Wilhelminc Emma passed 
down the Clyde on the Gth inst. with a full cargo, and proceeds to ber 
destination, under steam, via the Cape of Good Hope. ; 


TRIAL TRIP OF THE “SIN NANZING.” : 

Tn a late issue we reported the launch of the Sin Nanzing, a new 
paddle steamer, built and engined by Mr. John Elder, Glasgow, to the 
order of Messrs. Robinows and Marjoribanks, for Mcsars. ‘Trautmann 
and Co., of the Noith China Steamship Company. The Sin Nanzing 
successfully completed her trials for speed and for economy in the con- 
sumption of fucl on the 30th ult. The dimensions of this vessel are :— 
Length between perpendiculars, 225 feet; beam, 32 feet; depth of hold , 
to spar deck, 23 feet 3 inches. Her engines are on the compound 
principle, for which the firm of Elder and Co. have been 80 joes dis- 
ti ed; they are diagonal, and have four cylinders. The stipula- 
tions were that speed of the vessel on trial, with 100 tons dead weight 
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on board, should not be less than 14 knots per hour, ona conigameting | Robertson and Co., of Tondon, to class oN 16 years at Lloyd's and 





awl thet the -pecd on a second crial, 
with 633 tons dead weight on board, should ‘not be less than ww: 
knots, on a consumption not exceeding 20 ewt. per hour. The first 
stipulation wa3 successfully performed on the 25th ult., the distance 
ran being twenty-cight nautical miles. The trial for the second 
stipulation came of on the 30th ult. The result was that on a 
run of upwards of ninety nautical mikes the specd was 10°36, instead 
of the stipulated 10°5 knots per hour. Besides this the consump- 
tion of coal was only 18} cwt. per honr, instead of the permitted 
20 cwt., showing an economy in consumption of fucl over what was 
required of nine per cent. Had the whole of the permitted fuel been 
used, the specd would have been still more in exeess of what was 
stipulated by about as much more. As it wag, an agreed upon pre- 
mium for the actual excess wag won by the builder. Had the Sin Nan- 
zing realised only what had been stipulated, it would have furnished 
another most convincing proof of the correctness and great practical 
value of the principle of steam expansion, which was introduced by 
the firm in the construction of marine eagines, now some fifteen years 
ago. But, when the dimensions of this vessel are considered, the 
actual results obtained furnish the strongest demonstration which has 
yet been given of the immense superiority of the compound engines 
over those of the common type.
